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Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicants' argument in response to rejection of 
claims 1-6 is not pursuasive. Claims 1-6 as finally rejected are not allowable over the prior art U. S. Patent 5,138,219 to Krisl et al. Krisl et 
al. disclose optical interference coating with 51 layers. It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time of invention 
to add one more layer so that the total number of layers is greater than 51 for enhancing optical performance of the coating. The 
Examiner respectfully notes that the Applicants have also disclosed that an increase in performance could be expected simply by 
increasing the number of layers in the background of the invention section.
